Trustees See 
‘Regrouping’ 
As Next Move 


Menlo Park Elementary School 
District trustees will probably set 
their regular Feb. 4 study meet- 
ing as time for a full-dress review 
of how best to meet the district’s 
classroom needs, a statement by 
two members of the board indi- 
cated yesterday. 

And John H. Merryman, chair- 
man of the School District Citi- 
zens’ Council which baked the 
bond issue, in a statement also 
issued yesterday, urged the trus- 
tees to consider the expressed 
wishes of the community before 
proceeding with any new bond 
issue program. 

The probable time table for 
starting anew on classroom con- 
struction and site acquisition was 
given by ‘Trustees Mrs. Mary 
Klein and Mrs. Phyllis Campbell. 
Other members of the board were 
out of town, attending to their in- 
dividual business yesterday. 


“It now becomes a problem,” 
the statement of the two trus- 
tees pointed out, “to evaluate 
and analyze the outcome of the 
election, and to reappraise the 
district’s plans for meeting the 
educational needs of the ele- 
mentary school children of 
Menlo Park. 


“That needs do exist, no one 
ean deny. And that the solution 
to these needs is now delayed is 
obvious. 

“What immediate and long-term 
measures will be taken by your 
board of education will no doubt 
be taken up in detail at the next 
study meeting, Feb. 4.” 

Merryman, in his statement, 
called attention to the fact that 
“we must anticipate that those 
who are very much involved in

plans that go beyond what other 
people in the community think 
reasonable.

Merryman stated that he had

Teen Center 
Backers to Meet 
Recreationists 


Representatives of the Menlo- 
Atherton High School Parent- 
Teacher Association will meet 
with members of the city’s recre- 
ation commission Feb. 6, to dis- 
cuss means of expediting the de- 
velopment of a teen-agers’ social 
and recreation center for Menlo 
Park. 

Mrs. Edward Estberg will head 
the PTA delegation.

The recreation commission has 
been directed by the city council 
to study the proposed center, 
which has been assigned a place 
in the city’s civic center develop- 
ment. 

Councilmen have asked that 
the teen center be assigned a 
place in the “priority schedule” 
of needs of the city’s recreation 
department, but have indicated 
they do not feel the city can 
provide funds for construction 
of such a building in the near 
future. 

Mrs. Estberg, who besides being 
an officer of the Menlo-Atherton 
PTA, is a member of the board of 
directors of the cooperative nurs- 
ery organization, said this week 
that members of the latter group 
have already talked over the pos- 
sibility of meeting needs of both 
age groups in a single building. 


The nursery school group di- 
rected a letter to the city council, 
asking consideration but not men- 
tioning the possibility of combin- 
ing with the proposed teen center, 
several months ago. 

The letter was sent on to the 
recreation commission, where 
members tabled it after noting 
that diversion of interest to a 
nursery school would detract from 
that in the teen-agers’ center 
project. 
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program. 

“We are extremely gratified 
with the school bond election. 
The fact that four out of every 
seven voting in yesterday’s bal- 
loting were against the proposal 
indicates to us that the Watkins 
avenue site was the paramount 
issue in this school election and 
that the people rejected it as 
unsafe, unsound and unneces- 
sary. 

“We trust the school board and 
the school superintendent, realiz- 
ing this, will take appropriate 
steps to rescind their resolution 
of a week ago condemning the

Redwood City's ‘Stop Annexation 


Action Held ‘A 


EMMED IN?—Redwood City 
has been having its troubles with 
surrounding areas which had been 
looked on as logical additions to 
the city. First our city council- 
men got tossed for a loop when 
the Town of Woodside incorporat- 
ed and stopped Redwood City’s 
boundary from extending “over 
the hill.” 

And now Menlo Park has come 
up with a prize in its plans to 
annex the richly assessed Bohan- 
non Industrial Tract along Bay- 
shore Highway. 

At least Menlo Park’s city coun- 
cilmen thought they had the area 
annexed to the city until Redwood 
City Mayor and Attorney Robert 
Costello stepped into the proceed- 
ings. Undoubtedly disappointed 
at the action of the Bohannon in- 
terests in choosing Menlo Park 
over Redwood City, our city .offi- 
cials attempted to get MP council- 
men to agree to stop the ‘“‘spread- 
ing tactics’’ at Haven avenue. 

Personally, we think our local 

officials acted a little childish 
in the matter. If Menlo Park’s 
city government has more to 
offer than does ours, then the 
tracts outside these cities will 
pick Menlo Park. 

It’s fine for us to say that Red- 
wood City should expand to the 
south as far as it can, but what 
does it do when the opportunity 
really presents itself? 

The Fair Oaks district has been 
hampered with one of the highest 
fire insurance rates in the state. 
There was some (darned little) 
talk of incorporating with Red- 
wood City, but instead the resi- 
dents of that area are now plan- 
ning to form their own fire pro- 
tection district.

get services? Why, from Redwood 
City—at a fee of course. We are 
waiting to find out if Redwood 
City’s taxpayers will have to pro- 
vide the funds for a new fire- 
house, plus equipment, and man- 
power to man the station. 

There is one strong point 
against Redwood City in its hopes 
to grab off more areas. While our 
tax rate is just under one dollar 
(maximum by law), the city does 
its own assessing and its assessed 
valuations are about double those 
of San Mateo county. Menlo Park, 
on the other hand, has a rate of 
about 80 cents but uses the lower 
county assessments. 

Is it any wonder that an area, 
if it has the choice, will not pick 
this city? Sure, we have a lot to 
offer in the way of public services 
and playgrounds, yacht harbors, 
etc., but our neighbors are build- 
ing fast and they’re not far be- 
hind now, if any. 

The little controversy over 
the Bohannon Tract annexation 
is not expected to have any ef- 
fect on the approved plan of 
the four south county cities to 
adopt a one-cent sales tax on 
their own. 

City attorneys of the four cities 
are now preparing the necessary 
resolution to present to the sever- 
al councils and it is possible that 
definite action will come up in 
the next week or two. In spite of 
the action in this area we haven’t 
seen a rush of central or north 
county cities to get into the act, 
although Daly City apparently is 
ready to join the crush. 

The latest figures from Sacra- 
mento show there are now 28 
counties and 200 cities-collecting 
the extra one per cent sales tax. 
The latest to join were Butte, 
Kern, Napa and Ventura coun- 
lies. The state board of equaliza- 
tion estimates it will collect $34,- 
000,000 in the first quarter of 
1957, with $29,000,000 to cities 
and $5 million to counties. The 

division of the spoils between cit- 
ies and counties where the cities 
do not get all their own taxes, 
ranges from 55% in Hollister to 
9742 % to the cities of Contra Cos- 
ta county. 

The new sales tax plan prov- 
ed a flop in one bay area city. 
At Emeryville, city officials are 
ready to return the tax load to 
the property rolls. They claim- 
ed they had been assured that 
collections would be near the 
quarter-million mark for the 
fall quarter; instead they were 
just over $78,000. 

If the four cities in’ this area 
go ahead with plans, the tax will 
go into effect April 1st. That 
would mean that the new revenue 
would have to be figured in the 
city budgets for the fiscal year 
starting in July. Any estimates 
based on revenue, if the Emery- 
vill case is an example, might 
prove dangerous. 

However, we are sure the law- 
makers will find a way to gather 
in enough money to run opera- 
tions for the next twelve months, 
regardless of ,sales tax revenue 
or the purpose for which it might 
be planned. If as promised, the 
tax is to cut property taxes by 50 
per cent or more, then the esti- 
mates on revenue must live up to 
pre-budget figuring. 

Opponents of the sales tax may 
get a county-wide vote on the sub- 
ject, but it can’t come before Red- 
wood City, Menlo Park, San Car- 
los and Belmont take action. And 
once on the books, you can bet 
the tax will stay. Maybe for the 
good, maybe for the bad, but who 
knows?

8200 Pupils 
In Ravenswood 


Someday, in the not too dis- 
tant future, there will be an esti- 
mated 8200 boys and girls in the 
Ravenswoods City School Dis- 
trict, so says the report sub- 
mitted by the County-Wide Con- 
tinuing School Survey. 

At present there are 4,917 
pupils in the  district’s nine 
schools. By 1961 the survey esti- 
mates there will be approximately 
6,827 boys and girls attending 
classes kindergarten through the 
eighth grade. When all the an- 
ticipated dwellings are built, the 
potential schoo! enrollment will 
hit the 8,200 mark. 

Of course, the report warns, the 
anticipated dwellings would be 
built under existing zoning. 
Should zoning be changed to mul- 
tiple dwellings, additional fami- 
lies would move in and the esti- 
mate would have to be revised; 
upward. In any event, saturation 
is some 10 to 15 years away, the 
report says. 

As a prelude to the establish-| 
ment of estimates through the 
gathering and compiling of facts 
and figures, the County-Wide 
committee traced the growth of 
the Ravenswood area from 1946 
until 1956. It points out that in 
September, 1946, there were 796 
pupils in the entire school district 
and ten years later 4,874 (this is 
revised upward to 4,917 by the 
district office as to actual enroil- 
ment). 

Percentage -wise, Ravenswood 
growth has declined from a 311 
per cent increase for the first five 
years of this period to 97 per cent 
for the second five years. This 
does not mean that growth is de- 
clining, but that the rate of 
growth is declining, the report 
accents. For example, there was 
just 7.5 per cent growth in 1956 
over 1955. However, 24 more 
children were enrolled in 1956 
over the 1955 enrollment than the 
1955 over the 1954 enrollment. 
‘In fact, the report shows that 
between now and 1961 there will 
be an increase of pupils totalling 
an estimated 2,953. 

What is more to the point, 
the report continues, in spite of 
the gradual decrease in new 
enrollments, the Ravenswood 
district is already behind in 
classroom building, and if noth- 
ing is done it will become worse 
each year. In 1956, before Kav- 
anaugh and Brentwood school 
additions were complete, there 
was an excess of enrollment 
over capacity of 83 2pupils and 
this was reduced to 326 too 
many for the classroom space 
available in November. 

When school opens in Septem- | 
ber, 1957, if the ten classroom | 
schoo! at site number ten are not! 
complete, the excess of pupils) 
will climb to 782 again and neces- | 
sitate double-sessioning above the} 
second grade once more. | 
CLASSROOMS SHORT |

out further construction, tais will 
jump to 28.

It is obvious, the report |

The report concludes that since 
growth factors are conuuely| 
changing, the County-Wide Con 
tinuing School Survey must con- 
tinue to study these changes and} 
revise its yearly reports accord: | 
ingly with corresponding recom 
mendations. 

DISTRICT AT WORK 

In some ways the school district 
is following the recommendations | 
of this report in that they have 
started the first recommended 
school in the O'Connor street area 
by purchasing a school site at the 
end of Elliott drive. This will be 
a ten classroom school, or half 
the size recommended by the re- 
port. 

Further classroom additions 
are planned at James Flood 
school. Since the size of the 
site is but 2.7 acres, the report 
did not recommend expanding 
there, but for the benefit of chil- 
dren who live in that area, and 
to save on transportation cost, 
the district trustees decided 
that it would be feasible to add 
the four classrooms and make 
better use of the site for phy- 
sical education activities. 
FUNDS NEEDED 

Until the trustees have had 
time to study and discuss the re 
port, no plans for other new 
schools can be projected. For the 
past two years the board has been 


aware that another school, num-} 
ber 11, is needed. Because the | 
district is limited in funds, the} 
board has been unable to take any | 
action. However, funds to pur-|
